Wet 
weatner  has  returned  to  ths  South  and  a  dry,  cold  spell  would  .be  of  assis- 
ta:ice  in.  drstroying  weeds  and  slugs,    .In  GERlvIANY  the  weather  receiitly  has 
teen  uiild/  with  a  fair  amo-ant  of  rain^  ..  Tnis  rain  ^las  benefited,  t.ae  new 
seediiigs  and  altogether  the  crop  outlook  is  not  unfavorable.    -In  ROUMAMIA 
the  area  of  winter  wheat  is  reported  to  be  below  normal.     Recently  the 
weatner  nas  been  mild  following  heavy  frost  and  sn-ow  late  in  the  Autumn 
wiTich  prevented  ta©  completion  of  autumn  sov/ings.     From  lUSSIA  no  crop 
news  has  been  available  for  some  time.     In  SPAIN  the  crop  out-i&bk  is 
generally  considered  to  be  satisfactory.
